The Capital Bible Seminary was started in 1958 as the Graduate Division of the Washington 
Bible College, Consistent with its intention to offer sound evangelical education, the Seminary was 
approved by the Board of Education of the District of Columbia in 1960 to confer the degree of 
Bachelor of Divinity upon its graduates. 

The Seminary offers a distinctive education which includes the following items: 

1. The belief that the Bible College graduate is adequately prepared to undertake seminary 
training without additional preparation. 

2. The offer of advanced Bible training for the Bible College graduate which avoids the 
duplication of undergraduate study. 

3. The provision of a truly sound advanced education in theology for graduates of regular 
colleges and universities. 

4. The affirmation of the dispensalional, theological approach to the Word of God. 

5. The impartation of a Biblical education which exposes the student to the modern trends, 
but docs not become involved in a philosophical or methodological approach. 

Studies in the Seminary may be pursued with the usual theological disciplines of the Old 
Testament, New Testament, Theology, Church History, Missions, and Practical Theology. A fac¬ 
ulty with a thorough academic training, and years of experience and ministry in the things of God, 
provides these offerings. 

The Capital Bible Seminary has taken its place among the truly fine institutions to which a 
prospective minister or missionary of the Gospel will turn for training. From its halls will con¬ 
tinue to move men who have a working knowledge of the original languages of the Scriptures, a 
sound basis of systematic Biblical theology, comprehensive study of the English Bible, and a warm 
spiritual experience in the practical aspects of the Christian ministry and mission.
